CRIMEAN~ AR 

Ninety-five years ago, in 1854, France, Eng- 
land, Sardinia, Russia and Turkey were engaged 
in the bloody Crimean war. Then, as now, Eng- 
land and France were allied with Turkey against 
Russia, Then, as now, the world traders were 
pushing the United States into world meddling. 

In 1854, Commodore Perry, with the United 
States Navy, sailed into an harbor of Japan and 
forced the Japanese to trade with us whether 
they wanted to or not. 

That same year, the United States signed a 
commercial treaty with Japan. With our usual 
capacity for opening pandora boxes, the little 
Jap was taken from his native land; where he 


. had basked on the islands where God put him 


and we tried to make him into something differ- 
ent from what the Great Creator had made. 
We brought him to America and sent him 
to school. We put him in the homes and offices 
of our officials and their families. We taught 
him the art and know-how of modern industry 
and modern war-making. We taught him the 
spirit which we inherited from Great Britain of 
wanting to run everybody else’s business. 
Fifty-seven years later, in 1911, we made 
another treaty with Japan and we thereby set 
the stage for World War in the Pacific. Under 
the terms of the 1911 treaty, Japan was de- 
clared to be a most favored nation. Not content 
with making,the Japs a most favored people, 
we provided that in future years, should we 
make a treaty with any other nation more fav- 
orable than our treaty with Japan, we would 
automatically give Japan the benefit of the best 
terms that we gave to any other nation. 

_ Japan, with the knowledge and skill furn- 
ished by America, with equipment, todls and 
raw materials furnished by America, rapidly 
developed into a nation filled with the ambition 
to build a great Japanese Empire. They were 
no longer satisfied to be content as a yellow 
people, but their ambition rapidly rose to a peer 
in the councils of the United States and Great 
Britain. In 1914, when the First World War 
was set off by the assassination of the Crown 
Prince of Austria and his wife, Japan joined.

land against the white people of Germany. We 
people forgot how the English and French in the 
early days had hired the savage Indians to mas- 
sacre men, women and children, and we joined 
with England and France in teaching the little

At the end of the First World War, we act- 
ually agreed (hide your face in shame) to be 
put on an absolute equality with Japan on the 
high seas. We made a treaty with Great Brit- 
din and Japan under which the ratio of fighting 
craft on the high seas would be England_5, 
Japan 3 and the United States 3. 

Having had a taste of blood, victory and 
spoils, the little Japs rapidly moved towards the 
empire builder of the East. 


WHAT MADE MR. HULL’S 
WHITE PAPER NECESSARY? 

In 1931, without provocation, Japan attack- 
ed her neighbors on the Mainland of Asia. The 
United States too late saw that it had nurtured 
a serpent in its bosom and for the first time 
since 1776, our nation was a coward. Because 
England and France refused to join in sup- 
pressing the Japanese, we not only permitted 
them to go forward with their war of conquest, 
but We supplied the munitions and know-how 
to carry on that war. ’ 

For ten long years we were not only morally 
responsible, but were actively engaged in assist- 
ing Japan in its attack on Korea, Manchuria and 
China. ~ 

In 1934, our Congress passed the so-called 
Reciprocal Trade Agreement Act. Whenever 
we made a trade agreement with any country, 
Japan, under the terms of the 1911 treaty, 
automatically received the benefit of the miost 
favorable terms. In the late thirties, we were 
shippings millions of tons of scrap iron and 
other war materials, including planes, guns, 
etc., to Japan to enable Japan to carry on its 
war of conquest in China. The United States 
did ten times as much to destroy existing gov- 
ernments in China as Russia has ever done. 
Finally, when the Japanese attacked the United 
States Navy at Pearl Harbor on December 7, 
1941, a few people in this country, including 
this writer, who knew something of the story 
of the past realized that our chickens were just 
coming home_to roost.

No wonder Secretary of State Hull felt the 
impelling necessity of calling for a bow] of wat- 
er in which to wash his hands and the issuance 
of White Paper corresponding to the towel with 
which Pilate wiped his hands.

When the Japanese were on their knees to 
be allowed to surrender at the end of the war 


“under orders from the White House, American 
military leaders would not accept the Japanese- 


surrender until Stalin had been notified to take 
charge along the Northern boundary of China, 
Korea, and Manchuria. Then General Marshall, 
of the United States, went. to China with a-great 
flare of trumpets, beating of the drums, flying 
of the flags and heralded as a great peacemaker. 

What do you suppose General Marshall’s 
talk with Chiang Kai-shek was? General Mar- 
shall told Chiang Kai-shek to make a deal with 
the Communists. 

From that day forward it was just a ques- 
tion of time when the Reds would take over 
China. Now they have taken over.

Probably the most powerful of the denom- 
inational Left-wing groups-is the Methodist 
Federation for Social Service. Two dominant 
leaders of this non-official “front” have been 
Dr. Harry Ward and Bishop F. J. McConnell. 
Ward is cited 64 times and MeConnell 57 times 
by. the House Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities. A letter sent out in’1928 with Rev. 
Ernest F. Tittle and G. Bromley Oxnam head- 
ing the National Committee called for a “trans- 
formation of human society.” Operating under 
the guise of promoting “social welfare” this 
group (which includes scores of preachers and 
bishops) describes its purpose as—“An organ- 
ization which rejects the method of struggle for 
profit as ‘an economic base for society: which 
seeks to replace it with sqcial-economic planning 
in order to develop a society without class dis- 


tinctions and privileges.” This, and their whole 
‘program -as outlined in their Social’ Action 
Handbook, is nothing less than the same kind . 


of Aesopian language used by the Communists 
in their literature. 

Ward, who has become an active pro-Com- 
munist spokesman and writer for the Commun- 
istic press, was succeeded as head of the Feder- 
ation by a young preacher named Jack MeMich- 
ael who formerly was head ef a Communist- 
front known as the American Youth Congress. 
He has been affiliated with several other fronts 
listed by the Attorney General as subversive. 
The disgraceful pro-Communist antics of a con- 
vention held by this Federation in Kansas City 
(Dec. 27-29, 1947) were described in detail in a 
series of articles by Frederick Woltman in the 
New York World-Telegrafa. In further connec- 
tion with Methodism we have several official 


_publications of the Methodist Publishing House 


at Nashville, Tennessee, which are utterly 
amazing for their Left-wing and pro-Commun- 
ist slant. One of these is “Adult Student”— 
other is “Concern” (for Methodist youth)—and 
another is “Motive” for students. Here is some- 
thing for sound thinking Methodists to investi- 
gate. 

The three denominational groups we have 
named—(1) Church League for Industrial De- 
mocracy, (2) Rauschenbusch Fellowship of 
Baptists, (3) Methodist Federation for Social 
Action—in collaboration with three others, (4) 
Evangelical and Reformed Council for Social 
Reconstruction, (5) Presbyterian Fellowship 
for Social Action, and (6) Unitarian Fellowship 
for Social Justice, combined in 1936 (when the 
Communist “United Front” movement was get- 
ting strongly under way) to establish the 
United Christian Council for Democracy. After 
a somewhat prolonged and extreme pro-Com- 
munist line of activity under the leadership, 
first of the Rey. Richard Morford (later sent- 
enced for Contempt of Congress) followed by 
the Rev. John W. Darr, Jr., the Unitarian Fel- 
lowship in T948 withdrew. Both Morford and 
Darr have been highly useful to the Communist 
Party cause. 

Another ardent movement of the Left in 
religion is the National Religion afd Labor 
Foundation which follows the Socialist pro- 
“labor, anti-private enterprise line strongly. In 
January of 1948, it called a Pittsburgh conven- 
tion of labor leaders and “liberal” preachers to 
create some semblance that the “labor move- 
ment” has Giles enckocels. A report of 
that meeting postulated a suggestion that—“A 
socialism akin to that now emerging in Great 
Britain, which strives to combine individual 
freedom and common economic security, is more 
in keeping with the Judeo-Christian doctrines 
of a good human community than is either cap- 
italism or communism.”

As an opening salvo in its announced cam- 
paign to activize the general public against 
Marxism, the National Action League held, on 
the afternoon of Friday, July 22, a three hour 
public demonstration, at which many copies of 
COMMON SENSE were distributed. 

The rally, located on Reyburn*Plaza across 


. from Philadelphia’s City Hall, featured pertin- 


ent facts about Communism, Political Zionism 
and World Federalist conspiracy, the three 
spearheads of Marxist intrigue in America. 
Passersby, for whose attention the demoristra- 
tion was scheduled, also heard William J. 
O’Brien, the League’s Assistant National Di- 
rector, give a descriptive account of the Soviet- 
styled*terror raid which a number of weeks ago 
was varried out.upon"the offices of COMMON 
SENSE. 

The oppressive heat precluded the concen- 
trated gathering of a formal meeting, but the 
purpose of reaching the people with the Na- 
tion’s anti-Communist newspaper was well 
served. 

In the evening, Mr. O’Brien appeared before 
an audience of the home unit of the Nationalist 
Action League. At this meeting, the League’s 
work of coordinating-and unifying the ranks of 
anti-Marxist forces on our eastern coast was 
re-emphasized, and the vow to strengthen and 
expand it received enthusiastic approval. 


Red Demonstration Flops 


At a few minutes before midnight on the 
evening of our own activities, elements of the

World Government Treason - 


- The movement to annex our Republic to a 
super-World State and to place a European- 
Asiatic banner of triumph above our Stars and 
Stripes is snow-balling to dangerous propor- 
tions. Only the IMMEDIATE and STRONGLY- 
WORDED protests of every American who still 
honors the Nation for which so many have 
poured out their life’s blood can maintain our 
Independence and roll back the traitorous tide. 

Two broad “plans” are being urged upon our 
Congress. The first revolves about the design 
laid down by Ely Culbertson, contract bridge 
authority and dilettante world political reform- 
er, which envisions the incorporation of all 
national governments into a supra-national 
World Federation. This-is the “model” plan 
being fostered by the highly-financed United 
World Federalists, who are spearheading the 
attack upon our national independence and self- 
sovereignty. The second proposal, ‘being used 
as a “compromise” or “alternative” in the event 
that our Coggress rebels against approval of 
the first, provides for the political unification 
of the so-called Atlantic Pact Nations, which

Thus far, 21 State Legislatures and 91 U. 8. 
Congressmen have gone upon official record in 
favoring the principle of World Union. These 
actions have been taken without adequate dis- 
cussion of the issues involved and, with one 
notable exception, without consulting with the 
opinions of the general American voting public. 

Only in the State of California has there de- 
veloped a militant opposition to these plans for 
destroying our integrity as an independent and 
sovereign nation. In that State, several loyal

We shall also endeavor to supply the ans- 
wers to any questions pertaining to this sub- 
jeet, and to advise those who are interested on 
how to inaugurate action against the World 
Federalist design in their own localities.

pecialty by Socialist groups like this one. It is a 
complete misnomer. Judaism and Christianity 
are completely different—uniquely distinctive 
—and there are many important reasons why 

‘thé two words should not in this way be linked 
together. 

One of the N. R. and L. F. Board members 
is Dr. Dwight Bradley who (before he was re- 
leased in 1945) was Executive Director of the 
Council for Social Action of the Congregational 
and Christian Churches. This organization with 
a long pro-Leftist line of action has been highly 
criticized by many Congregational churchmen. 
After leaving the Foundation, Bradley joined 
Sidney Hillman and the CIO by becoming Di- 

rector of “The Religious Associates of the Na- 


tional Citizens Political Action Committee,” the . 


purpose of which (through the 1946 and 3948 
political campaigns) was to utilize the names of 
a number of intellectual and social leaders to 
give weight to political propaganda put out by 
this Sidney Hillman-CIO outfit. Its Board of 
Advisors. contained Rabbis—preachers—educa- 
tors—scores of names of the Left persuasion. 
During. the political campaigns mentioned, this 
‘organization kept up a torrential mailing to 
preathers of pro-labor and pro-New Deal liter- 
ature. 

The “Red” Dean of Canterbury (Hewlett 
Johnson) has been a frequent visitor to this 
country, addressing thousands.of people with 
his pro-Soviet bias. Even with the wide pub- 
licity,that has been given to his pro-Communist 
position and purpose many American church- 
men are willing to sponsor his U.S.A. propa- 
ganda tours. On his last visit (a few months 
ago) the recéntly retired President of the Chi- 
cago Theological Seminary was on the “Red” 
Dean’s reception committee in Los Angeles. 

A few years ago this same British “Red” 
Dean of Canterbury wrote a strong pro-Com- 
munist book called “The Soviet Power.” U. S. 
Communists printed and distributed over a mil- 
lion copies. One edition contained a cover jn- 
scription signed by thirteen well known Christ- 
jan. churchmen which said: “We believe that 
The Soviet Power should have a hearing among 
Protestant thurch members.” This certainly is 
Marxism invading the churches. Jut what it is 
about the Soviet brand of atheism that, has had 
so wide an appeal to SOME preachers is diffi- 
cult to understand. 

Two major reasons for this are generally 
ascribed. (1) The rise of “Christian Socialism” 
(under different guises) has inculcated a feel- 
ing of..suspicion and distrust of private enter- 
prise—it being the nature and purpose of “so- 
cialism”’ in any form to discredit private enter- 
prise so that State ownership-ean more easily 
be superimposed upon the people. (2) There has 
also been an unconscious acceptance on the part 
of some of our good pastors that Communism 
was not atheistically predatory toward Protest- 
antism. This deception has been skilfully man- 
euvered by Communist leaders under the old 
strategy of “pick one off at a time.” 

Recent arrest of Protestant leaders in Soviet 
satellite countries should awaken the most naive 
as to the anti-religious purpose of Communism. 
An official magazine “Communist” (April 
1935) carried‘a story by Communist Ear! Brow- 
der entitled “Religion and Communism.” This 
was a reprint of a “discussion with a group of 
Students of the Union Theological Seminary” 
(NY) led by Browder. His line of double-talk to 
these students is exemplified in this statement 
—“...the Communist Party is absolutely op- 
posed to any form of coercion on religious mat- 
ters. Communists are for religious freedom: un- 
conditionally. The Communists do not consider 
religion a private matter when it concerns revo- 
‘lutionists.’”” Communists are dedicated entirely 
to revolution so Browder, with his Aesopian 
language, made a sop-statement for the stu- 
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dents then contradicted it in language they 
might not grasp. But he did tell them frankly 
that “The Communist Party takes the position 
that the social function of religion and religious 
institutions is to act as an opiate to keep the 
lower classes passiveeto make them accept the 
bad conditions under which they have to live in 
the hope of a reward after death.” 

Browder admitted that “... it is quite clear 
that the Communist Party is the enemy of re- 
ligion. We Conamunists try to do the opposite 
of what we hold religion does.” Then he stated 
—‘You may be interested to know that we have 
preachers, preachers active in churches, who 
are members of the Communist Party. There 
are churches in the United States where the 
preachers preach Communism from the pulpit, 
in a primitive form of course.” He meant, pre- 
sumably, that they went as far as they dared. 


One of the problems in facing this challenge~ 


is unawareness.’ Too few understand the subtle- 


ty and trickery of the Marxist movement—and- 


those behind it. Another problem is the con- 
fusion that results from a continuous barrage of 


' propaganda and double-talk that uses such high 


sounding phrases as “tolerance” and “brother- 
hood” when, in truth, these crusaders are often 
the most intolerant and unbrotherly people one 
can meet unless one agrees with them one 
hundred per cent. Too many of these “brother- 
hood” doctrinaires have found this an easy way 
to push the “classless” doctrinology of socialism 
and communism. 

Still another problem that rises in dealing 
with this great challenge is the real meaning of 
Liberalism. One great preacher who recently 
went from the middle west to one of the oldest 
churches in New York city has expressed to us 
the opinion that about the most illiberal people 
he ever meets are those who make the most 
noise about their liberalism. iat ae 

We have, herein, already discussed the con- 
fusion that -“new social order liberalism” has 
produced. We will add only this. comparison. 
Thomas Jefferson was known as a great liberal. 
He believed in limited government. The crusad- 
ing “liberals” of today want Big Government 
socialism. Jefferson believed in the dignity and 
greatness of individualism. Our new “liberals” 
profess to want socialistic collectivism. Jeffer- 
son believed in thrift. The “liberals” of today 
are all out for extravagance—for deficit spend- 
ing. Jefferson believed in the security of self 
support. Modern “liberals” believe that Gov- 
ernment owes every man a living—and must 
support him when he quits work for any pur- 


* pose. 


These are critical days. Turbulence and con- 
fusion are rampant. A tidal wave of revolution 
is sweeping the world. It is time to be careful 
what we are following and what we are 
abandoning. Our hope for the future is to hold 
fast to CHRISTIAN ITY and AMERICANISM.
